THE Natfonal Library of Australia, 
I which will eventually hold more 
than 1 1 miNion volumes, has become one 
of the sightseeing attractions in Can- 
berra. The building (left), with features 
suggesting both ciassicat and Australian 
colonial architecture, is floodlit at night 
and on still nights has its reflection in 
the waters of Lake Burtey Griffin. This 
first stage of the library took four years 
to complete, at a cost of $8 million.

I saw no sea-aneniones, no star- 
fiiJi or urdiina or grey coral weed, 
lume of the thick bladdery strapi 
or green jtca-niosses of our home 
water, jusi the clean sand^ un* 
rippled, the sharply shaped rocks, 
and [be drifting patterns of the 
thin clear weed. Weeds bi iable 
and silver ^nd olivrt rrio^ed like 
wind-blown hair^ like doud^ tike 
wave« themselves afro&s a sea bed 
of evcrv shade from gold to grey 
and white, with the ripples of 
&hado^' and rcflprtion pulsing 
across it an the sea moved, 

A school of tiny white fijth 
drifted beifiw mc^ a score of them 
all movmj; together like tiny 
paper frsh on «onie mobUe stirred 
by a current of air. Then, sJl at 
once, twitched hy some ir^i^fale 
master thread, they slipped to the 
right and were i^one. A pair of 
Alriped fish nosed across at right 
angles, then bung motionlcsis, a 
foot above their own shadows.

"1 gave a luncheon party for 70 
guesta recently, and the house was not 
a bit crowded/' said Mrs. Kirby. 

The timber ceiling follows the family 
room's sloping roof and is supponed 
by two Canadian redwood beams. 

Mrs. Kirby, who is an eKpert leather 
carver, hand looms her own towels> 
ba throats and placemats and makes 
pottery ornaments^ also renovates 
furniture^ She transformed a 30- year- 
old maple-and-cedar cane-backed 
lounge suite into an elegant setting for 
the drawing-room by strapping it back 
and applying dull green and gold paint. 
She replaced the shabby tapestry 
covers with new cushions rn green 
thai silk. 

Mrs. Kirby has a specially fitted 
bench in the family room at which she 
fashtons beautiful leather handbags for 
her family and friends and placemats 
for the fine old cedar dining-table, 

'There is stiN a lot to be done to the 
house/' said Mrs. Kirby. "We want 
to build a pergola at the back and a 
courtyard For outdoor living and bar- 
becues. And, In the front, outside the 
main bedroom we plan to have a large 
swimming-pool/'
